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SIPP COMES BACK 
READY TO TESTIFY 


WL.itman Meets Him Secretly and 
Says He Will Go Before the 
Grand Jury on Tuesday. 


IS HIDING IN NEW JERSEY 


Got a Threat by ‘Telephone Before 
Leaving Philadelphia—will Ac- 
cuse Police “Higher Up.’

District Attorney Whitman returned 
from Jersey City at 11:30 o’clock last 
night after spending most of the evening 
in conference with George A. Sipp, former 
keeper of the Baltic Hotel, Mrs. Sipp, 
and their son Howard, on whoSe testi- 
mony it is expected that indictments will 
be obtained against Policeman Hugene A. 
Fox and two high officials of the Police’ 
Department on charges of extortion. 

The only definite statement that Mr. 
Whitman would make on his return was 
that Sipp would remain under cover in 
or near Jersey City till Tuesday morning, 
when he would come to New York to ap- 
pear before the Grand Jury. In his long 
conference with Sipp Mr. Whitman ob- 
tained additional information which, he 
‘sald, materially strengthened the cases 
‘against the accused policemen. 

“The outcome of my interview with 
Sipp was very satisfactory,” sald Mr. 
Whitman. ‘I learned much more than I 
had expected.“ To tell what. additional 
testimony has come to light might injure 
‘the cause; however. 

“ Besides Sipp and the members of: his 
family, I interviewed two other wit- 
nesses in connection with the same cases 
during’: my trip over into New Jersey to- 
day. I am not*at liberty to tell who they 
are, however.’’ 

It was learned from another source that 
Mr. Whitman and the Sipp party went to 
the Continental Hotel in Newark for din- 
ner, but that all had left the hotel for 
parts unknown early in the evening. 
Assistant wistrict Attorney Frederick 
K.. Groehl is’ with Sipp-and will remain 
with him until the rescort keeper is 
brought to this city to appear before the 
Grand Jury. 

District Attorney Whitman declined to 
say whether Sipp feared that if he re- 
turned to this city again the police would 
attempt to take him into custody. The 
police trial .of Policeman Fox is sét for 
to-morrow.. Without Sipp’s. testimony it 
is not believed that Fox can be found 
be tried at Police Headquarters.

Threatened Over the Telephone. 


Just prior to leaving the hotel Sipp was 
called to the telephone and over it a 
voice, after being essured that it was the 
former resort keeper on the wire, said: 
** You better do all the talking you want 
to do right now. When we get through 
with our plans you won’t-do any more 
talking,’’ 

After making this announcement the 
person at.the other end of the telephone 
hung up the receiver, and all attempts to 
trace the call were ineffectual. 

Sipp was at the Walton with his son 
Howard, Assistant District Attorney 
‘Groeh!I of New York and two detectives, 
who have acted as his bodyguard since 
he was released from jail in Atlantic City, 
where he had been arrested on what he 
insisted was a charge trumped up by 
the police of New York. Sipp was reg- 
istered a8 George A. Wilson, and his son 
as Howard Wilson. Assistant District 
Attorney Groehl registered under his own 
name, but was ssigned to a room on the 
fourth floor, while the Sipps and. their 
bodyguard occupied Suite 506 on the fifth 
floor

SULZER INTER VENES 
IN YONKERS STRIKE 


Calls Upon Service Board to Com- 
pel Railroad to Operate 
Its one 


$5,000 A DAY FINE PROVIDED 


Board Could Impose It, Says Govern- 
or, Advised by Carmody—Describes 
Existing Conditions as Intolerable.

ALBANY, Jan. 12—Gov. Sulzer has 
taken a hand in the efforts to settle the 
(street railroad strike in Yonkers by call- 
ing upon the Public Service Commission 
to take immediate action to compel the 
railroad company to operate its cars. He 
refers to sections of the Public Service 
law which, the Governor is advised, give 
ample power to the’ commission to act 
and impose a fine of $5,000 a day in case 
a@ corporation fails to carry out an order 
of the commission. He describes the con- 
ditions as intolerable. 

The Governor’s action follows a report 
| he received yesterday from Attorney Gen- 
eral Carmody, who had been requested 
to begin an action to annul the railroad 
company’s charter. r. Carmody took a 
position in favor of the strikers’ conten- 
tion, but said that an action by him, un- 
der the law, would involve “long delay. 
He expressed the belief that the Public 
Service Commission, with the severe 
penalty it was empowered to impose for 
a, failure to obey its order, was the 
proper agency to compel the company to 
run its cars. 

In his letter to Gov. Sulzer the Attor- 
ney General reviews the statement of 
President F. W. Whitridge of the com- 
pany made at the hearing on Friday. The 
company appointed a‘ man. outside of 
Yonkers as motorman. It was said the 
employes: justified their strike on the

Mr. Whitridge contended that the com- 
pany was unable to move its cars because 
of an ordinance adopted by the city au- 
thorities. providing that no person be ap- 
pointed to operate a car in Yonkers until 
he had ‘received fifteen days’ instruction 
on the various lines in that city. It was 
held that this prevented the employment 
of outside men and resulted in a tie-up.

Section 56 of the public service law imposes 
a penalty of $5,000 where a corporation fails 
to carry out an order of the Public Service 
Commission. Every day of violation is a 
separate offense. 

I bring the matter to your Excellency’s at- 
tention not for the purpose of at all ireflect- 
ing upon the. Public Service Commission, but 
in view of the crisis that exists believing 
that more prompt and efficient action may be 
brought about by this course. 


The Public Service Commission has 
never acted in case of a Strike. In con- 
versation with Corporation Counsel Cur- 
ran of Yonkers, F. W. Stevens, Chairman 
of the Public Service Commission,’ said 
the action of the courts upon an applica- 
tion to enforce an order of the: commis- 
sion directing a resumption of business 
would depend upon the validity of the 
anti-stfike breaking ordinance. Mr. Ste- 
vens pointed out that if strike breakers 
were used the city would encounter the 
danger of violence and ‘bloodshed. 

There is talk to-night of the likelihood 
of all the organizations attached to the 
Federation of Labor and Building Trades 
Alliance being called out in a sympa- 
ihetic strike. Both these organizations 
have indorsed the trolleymen in striking. 


Frederick W. Whitridge pre aie, of 
the Yonkers Railroad, said to a Timms 
reporter at his residence, 16 Hast Hleventh 
Street, last night: 

“The penalty for disobeying an order 
of the Public Service Commission is $5,000 
a day fine. Therefore, as the regular 
men are on strike, I shall be forced to 
get them from outside, although the 
enalty for bringing men in from.outside 
Ag a $30 fine for each man or sixty days 
in, Jail or both.

ALLIES PREPARE. 
TO RESUME WAR 


They Notify the Ambassadors in 
uLondon of Their Intention 
to End the Armistice. 


\ 
HOSTILITIESFOUR DAYSLATER 


Ambassadors Warn the Turkish En- 
voy, Who WIiH Make a Last Ap- 
peal to Constantinople. 


LONDON, Jan. 12,—Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, and the Ambassadors of the pow- 
ers have made representations to Rechad 
Pasha regarding the projected departure 
of the Turkish delegates, which is equiv- 
alent to a definite rupture of the peace 
negotiations, for which Turkey is held 
responsible. 

In reply Rechad Pasha said that he was 
not responsible for the suspension of the 
work of the conference, which was de- 
creed by the allies, not only without ask- 
ing his opinion but without even allowing 
him to express it when he begged to do 
so. He had waited a whole week, hoping 
that reflection would bring the allies to 
more reasonable views, but as no move 
had been made in this direction and no 
desire had been shown to hear what fur- 
ther rectification of the frontier Turkey 
Was prepared to indicate, naturally with- 
out ceding Adrianople, the. Turkish plen- 
ipotentiaries could not remain in London 
indefnitely. 

In deference to. England, which nad 
treated them so hospitably, and out of 
regard for the other powers, whose Am- 
bassadors regretted the rupture of the ne- 
gotiations, Rechad Pasha consented to 
telegraph to Constantinople, asking for 
definite instructions. : 

The’ allies also are tired of waiting. 
They donot believe that the note which 
the powers will present at Constantinople 
will have the desired effect, but not wish- 
ing to take a decisive step without due 
notice to Europe, they have notified Sir 
Edward Grey and the Ambassadors of 


their intention to denounce the armistice 
contemporaneously With or soon aftér the 
presentation of the note to the Porte.

LONDON, Monday, Jan. 13.—Nego- 
tiations between Rumania and Bulga- 
ria have been resumed, and, accord- 
ing to The Times, an early settlement 
is expected. Dr. Daneff and M. Jo- 
nescu, who is acting here in behalf of 
Rumania, visited the Servian delegates 
yesterday. 

The Times says there is reason to 
think that Bulgaria will make any ter- 
ritorial compensation, which she may 
give to Rumania,-a charge on the allies 
in general, and under tle circum- 
stances the Servians ate expected not 
to press their claim to Monastir. 

In, addition to these territorial ques- 
tions, it is understood that there was 
some discussion yesterday ofthe sup- 
port which Rumania would be pre- 
pared to give the allies, and even of an 
eventual alliance between Rumania 
and Bulgaria. 

With reference to the report that 
Rumania was about to make an armed 
occupation of the territory which she 
claims, M. Jonescu issued a statement, 
in which he said:

CINCINNATI, Jan. 12.—The Ohio River 
passed the 60-foot stage here to-day and) 
continued to rise steadily at the rate of 
two inches an hour. 
of the city and in Dayton, Newport and 
Covington, across the river in Kentucky, 
2,500 persons have been made homeless. 
In the Kentucky towns schodlhouses and 
churches are filled with refugees. Mer- 
chants and warehouse owners whose 
places of business are along: the river 
front have Jost heavily. Hundreds of 
cellars have been flooded and in some 
buildings the water has risen to. the 
second story. The Panhandle and the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad freight 
houses are half under water. Trains 
which ordinarily enter the Grand Central 
Station are rerouted into the city. 

The flooded streets along the river on 
oth the Ohio and. Kentucky sides were 
filled with rowboats, skiffs and launches 
all day, carrying refugees and their be- 
longings. Steamboat traffic on the river 
practically has been abandoned. The 
water is so high that many of the boats 
are unable to pass under the bridges. The 
swift current is a bar to upstream traffic. 
The Licking River, which divides New- 
port and Covington and flows into the 


Ohio opponte Cincinnati, has overflowed 
its-banks. The Government weather fore- 
caster predicted to-day that the water 
would continue to rise for thirty hours, 
even if rain ceased. 


‘PORTSMOUTH, Ohio, Jan. 12.—Several 
hundred families have been driven from 
their homes by the flood. Moving vans 


their belongings to places of safety. 

The poor found refuge in the public 
school buildings. Along Mill and Upper 
First Streets the water at dusk had risen 
almost to the roofs of houses. Flood

EVANSVILLE,. Ind., Jan. 12.—Flood 
conditions to-night on the lower Ohio 
River were more ominous than at any 
time since the present 'risé of water began. 
The Government Weather Observer here 
issued a wafning predicting a stage of 
forty-six feet by Tuesday. This is a

Of those who report having incurred ex- 
penses Williard ‘T, Rivenburgh, Progress- 
ive, expended the smallest amount, 95 
cents. The highest amount, $8,100, was 
spent by William B. Thompson, a Repub- 
lican. Section 781 of the Penal law limits 
the amount to be expended by a Presi-- 
dential Elector to $4,000. 

The largest and smallest sums expended, 
respectively, by the candidates for the 
various parties are as follows: } 

Herman Ridder explains that in addi- 
tion to $2,106 expended as an Elector he 
made further contributions amounting to 
$4,910 as an individual. Mr. Ridder in 
his-first statement filed set forth that 
the $7,010 was expended as a candidate.

And Has Documents Bearing on It— 
Mylius Merely Circulated Alleged 
Libel, He Asserts. 


Edward Holton James) editor of The 
Liberator, and nephew of Henry James, 
the novelist, arrived. here yesterday on 
the French liner Provence, to try to force 
the admission into this country of- his 
former employe, Edward Mylius, now de- 
tained at Ellis Island by the immigration 
authorities because he served a year in 
prison in England for libeling King 
George. Mr. James had no difficulgy in 
establishing his American citizenship, as 
he had papers, to prove that he was born 
in Prairie du Chene, Wis., 39 years ago, 
the son of Prof. William James of Har- 
vard University, where he graduated him- 
self in the class of 1896. Afterward he 
practiced law in Seattle for six years 
before going to Europe. 

Mr. James is slight in build; and clean 
shaven. On landing he wore a shawl coat 
over his shoulders, a blue serge suit, and 
a broad-brimmed, white, soft hat. He 
carried a violin case in his hand, which 


he said contained a violin he had pur- 
chased in the Savoie district of France 
for 8 francs, and which proved to be a 
oo aaa: iy model more than 100 years 
° : 

Mr. James told the reporters who met 
him on the liner that as soon as he heard 
of Mylius’s detention at Ellis Island he 
cabled to Commissioner William Williams 
asking to have the case adjourned until 
his arrival in New. York, because~he 
wished to submit documentary evidence 
that he had written the article referring 
to the King and Mylius had merely cir- 
culated the paper, The Liberator, which 
contained it, in London. He packed two 
valises,. he said, and started for this 
country on the Provence, leaving his wife 
and three children in Paris. 2 

“TI had not been here for six years, 
said Mr. James, ‘and I had made up my 
mind to visit my mother, who lives in 
Concord, Mass., when the news came 
about Mylius. He was starving to death 
in England after he came out of prison, 
and I told him to go to New York to get 
fat. In circulating a libel Mylius was not 
guilty of moral turpitude. e was sulty 
of a newspaper crime, that’s all, and 
am going to Ellis Island to-morrow to see 
Commissioner Williams as his lawyer.’ 

**Do you believe that the marria, 
tween King George and_the daughter of 
Admiral Seymour took’place in 1890, when 
he was in cQmmand of the Thrush? ’’ Mr. 
James was asked. 

“I think so,” he replied, ‘tI have doc- 
uments dealing with the cruise when 
Prince George, as he was then, went to 
Malta on the Thrush. She lay off Malta 
for two weeks, and was not in the West 
Indies, as was said. After quitting the 
English Channel the Thrush steamed east 
tnstead of west, and went some 400 miles 
out of-her course. In America a com- 
moner has the same rights as a King, but 
ine England it is different. The English 
punished Mylius, and it does not seem just 
that Americans should punish him too.” 

‘“* Where are the two children of the al- 
leged marriage?’’ Mr. James was asked. 
He replied that he did not wish to go into 
any details of the case, because it might 
prejudice Mylius’s appeal. 

“In America no man’s personal posi- 
tion is sufficient to put another in prison, 
in defiance of law,’’ he continued.» ‘‘ Our 
law says that no one shall be excluded 
from this country on the ground of hav- 
ing been a political prisoner. According 
to English law. every attack upon the‘ 
King is either sedition or treason. If the 
attack is upon the life of the King the 
eee ip. dys sage The King is con- 
sidered above: the law. 

“The English law provides that it is 
‘ sedition.to.do any act or to publish any 
words tending to bring into hatred or 
contempt the person of his Majesty, his 
heirs or-successors.’ The article which I 
wrote in The Liberator was clearly sedi- 
tious under this law. The English court 
held that the case was one between one 
private citizen and another, but this was 
only to escape the odium of trying Mylius 
for lese. majeste. 

“Tt could not be a case betwéen one 
citizen and another because the King }s 
above the law. Any accusation made 
against the King could not be tried with 
any regard for the truth in an Englisn 
court. The English King cannot be 
libeled. Any accusation against him is 
sedition, not libel. How then can Mylius 
be excluded from this country? For 
Mylius’s: offense was sedition, and sedi- 
tion is apolitical offertse. The English

“But why punish a man for speaking 


the truth? The English people can put 
men whv speak the truth about English 
Kings in. prison if they wish to do so, but 
I do not want to see America—my coun- 
try—compliment them for doing so. If, 
after making the most exhaustive in- 
vestigation, I had come to the conclusion 
that I had not spoken. the truth, I would 
have mad@~a public statement retracting. 
what had’been published in the Liberator.

Wilson Hasn’t Asked Any Man, Not 


Even Bryan, Say His Callers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Democratic 
Senators ‘and Representatives who have 
talked with President-elect Wilson rec- 
ently have made known to some of their 
party associates that he has not offered 
a/place in his coming Cabinet to anybody. 
Ih fact, Gov. Wilson indicated to his Con- 
gressional confreres, that he had not 
even approximately determined upon any 
man for membership in his official family. 

Gov. Wilson’s attitude of-cautious de- 
lay in selecting his Cabinet has caused 
-some surprise in Democratic circles, but 
there is a disposition to give him credit 
for wishing to get all the information ob- 
tainable as to suitable men before making 
any choice. 
* While Gov. Wilson asked his Congres- 
sional callers for their opinions of cer- 
tain men suggested to him as worthy of 
Cabinet rank, he showed no -special in- 


‘clination toward any of them. To some 


of his callers, at least, he did not even 
mention the name of Col. William Jen- 
nings Bryan, but they construe his tell- 
ing them that nobody had been offered a 
Cabinet place as. disposing of the reports 
that Col. Bryan had been invited to be- 
come Secretary of State. The opinion pre- 
vails among some Democrats here that it 
is by no means certain that Col. Bryan 
will be asked to accept that post, but

Dr. Williams Tells Public Forum 
Newspapers Have Been the 
Agents of Modern Progress,_ 


STEAD A MARTYR TO A CAUSE 


Director of School of Journalism Cites 
English Editor as One of Many 
Who Have Sacrificed Themselves. 


Dr. Talcott Williams, Director /of the 
School of Journalism at-Columbia Uni- 
versity, spoke before the Public Forum 
in tthe Church of the Ascension last eyen- 
ing on “ Publicity as a Cure for Social 
Ins.’”’ In his address he went further than 
the title of the subject assigned him and 
said that he was convinced publicity was 
the.only cure for social ills. After the 
regular service in the church the forum 
was called to order in the parish house, 
and Dr. Williams there submitted to ques- 
tions, some pertinent and some imperti- 
nent. : 

George Gordon Battle presided at the 
meeting. A question propounded in vari- 
ous forms sought light on how far news- 
papers were independent of control by 
the “interests "* or through their count- 
ing rooms. : 

“The newspaper,” said Dr. Williams, 
“is a human agency. Like all human 
agencies it has its limitations. It has its 


relations and affars that limit it, just as 
men have relations and affairs that limit 
them, It Bag of the great web of s0- 
clal life, and that is why it {is valuable. 

‘“*Every day of the year, every news- 
paper prints news, opinions and appeals 
of which many men related to it in the 
business world disapprove. It is the read- 
ers that count, and after all a newspaper 
fs what its readers make it. It is the 
kind of newspaper it is because that is the 
kind the people who buy it like. As the 
newspapers grow larger they grow freer, 
and no newspapers in the country are’so 
independent of their advertisars as the 
great metropolitan dallies.’’ 

“But don’t you Know,” salad one man, 
pointing an accusing finger from the back 
of the room, ‘“‘ that the views of all news- 
pepers are directed not from the editorial 
office, but from the counting room, that 
it ay material consideration which 
rules 

“IT have had forty years of experience, 
as reporter, correspondent, and editorial 
writer,” said Dr. Williams quietly, “ and 
from my experience, I want to reply that 
the man who made that statement—and 
I might use a stronger word—is wholly 
inaccurate. I have known many news- 
paper. proprietors to make immense 
sacrifices in the cause of truth and, on 
the other«hand, have known men who 
have given up their positions rather than 
do. the thing asked of them. It works 
both ways. f .all secular callings, 
journalism has had the most martyrs.’ 

Some one asked to what percentage of 
truth and righteousness the newspaper 
attained. Dr. Williams answered: 

“The newspaper account is far more 
accurate than the average word. that 
poense from mouth to mouth among me 
n. the, main, the newspaper is far mefe 
truthful than the community it repre- 
sents, and as for righteousness, the news- 
paper igs better than the average of its 
community.”’ 3, * 

He surveyed the history of secrecy in 
the affairs of the world, from the closed 
tribunals of old to the secret lists of cam- 
paign contributions, and digressed to 
point out that Tammany Hall—he did not 
name it—began as a secret society, and 
flourished to-day by secret practices.

“It was not so v long ago,”’ he said,

Necessary? Nothing is necessary in God's 
world except righteousness: But the con- 
science was julled*-because the facts in 
regard to an infamous traffic were con- 
cealed. That was twenty-five years ago, 
and when that great journalist who lost 
his life in the Titanic disaster published 
his disclosure of the traffic in’ England 
he lost his fortune and his paper because 
of it.

Notorious Keepers of Disreput- 
able Places Pardoned Despite 
Committee Protests. 


|MASSON SPONSOR FOR ONE 


Assemblyman Cuviiller Pleaded for 
Other—Justice Urged Governor 
to Deny Clemency. - 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 12.—Examination of the 
ardon papers in the case of Mary 

Chapelle and Katie Hicks of 181 Mac- 
dougal Street, New: York, two notorious 
keepers of disorderly héuses whom Gov. 
Dix regarded as fit objects of executive 
clemency, brings to light a chain of pecul- 
jar.circumstances, In the case of the 
Chapelle woman, who was sentenced in 
Special Sessions on May 27 last to a year 
in the penitentiary, no formal applicatign 
for a pardon wag made. Nevertheless, 
against the objection of the Committee 
of Fourteen and without consulting either 
the Justices who sentenced her or Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, Gov. Dix set 
her free on July 81.. In the case of the 
Hicks woman, who kept a notorious re- 
sort in Macdougal Street and who also 
was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, 


of the authorities. 

Although there is no official record to 
show at whose request Gov. Dix freed the 
Chapelle woman, it is common, report 
about the Capitol*that John A. Mason, 
private secretary to Gov. Dix and secre- 
tary of the Democratic State Committee, 
went to the front for her. The pardon 
was granted in short order, less than 
twenty-four hours ‘after the first docu- 
ment in the Chapelle docket was dated. 
That paper was a letter from Dr. Maxi- 


‘Linilian Lewson of .55 West Ninth Street, 


whocertified that the woman had been 
under his: care‘ for five years and was in 
bad condition, with. a growth, probably 
malignant, in her liver. Accompanying 
that was a cértified copy of her convic- 
tion. There also was a neg 2 gue clip- 
ping of an interview quoting Mr. Mason 
as saying that Mary Chapelle had agreed 
to return to France after her pardon, 


Meagre Information Given. 


On Aug. 7, when the woman had been 
pardoned, the Committee of Fourteen, 
through its executive secretary, Walter 
G. Hooke, addressed a letter to the Gover- 
nor, asking if:a pardon had been granted 
in the case of Mary Chapelle. The Par- 
don Clerk replied she had been set free. 
Mr. Hooke next sent a letter to the Par- 
don Clerk in which he said: \ 

“This woman was a notorious dis- 
orderly house keeper, and a violator of 
the law for years. I fear that his Excel- 
lency the vernor has been imposed 
upon.” 

The Pardon’ Clerk explained that the 
pardon had been granted at the request 
of unnamed relatives who did not wish 
the woman to die in prison. 

Another letter from the Committee of 
Fourteen was received on Aug. 17, asking 
for more definite information about the 
case. It stated: — : 

This woman has not left the country. 

After her pardon she was seen on the 

streets in the neighborhood ‘of. her house by 

a police officer, to whom she appeared in 

her customary good health. The pardon of 

this woman has been very discouraging to 
those who-are sincerely engaged in trying to 
wipe out a very great evil.

You will keep the Tammany 
voters, but lose all the respectable voters 
you had when you ran two years ago. 

A NEW YORE VOTER. 

In the case of the Hicks woman, As- 
semblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, from Percy 
Nagle’s district, appeared as_ principal 
sponsor for the prisoner. He filed an ap- 
plication for a pardon on the very day Mr. 
de Kay wrote to the Committee of Four- 
teen that he felt certain no attempt would 
be made to pardon her. The application 
in that instance also alleged a malignant 
growth and other .troubles, and said the 
woman was likely to die before her term 
expired. In that case, also, there was an 
assertion that the woman would be: will- 
ing to return to Ireland if she were par- 
doned—also that she would lead an hon- 
est and respectable life in the future. 

There were certificates from various 
doctors, including the Blackwell’s Island 
physician, that the Hicks woman was ill. 
There also were pleas for mercy by Ital- 
ian neighbors who had been witnesses in 
court against her disorderly resort. 

Justice Collings of Special Sessions wrote 
a letter urging Gov. Dix to deny clem- 
ency. That Justice explained the evidence 
showed the woman to have maintained 
her place as a disorderly house, openly 
and notoriously, in defiance of the au- 
thorities, and in a densely populated 
neighborhood, where it was a menace ‘to 
the public. ; 

District Attorney Whitman wrote to the 
Governor urging strongly that no par- 
don be granted. .The Hicks woman 
through her counsel, Mark Alter, ha 
filed an appeal from the Special Sessions 
decision, but that was held off after the 
case was taken to the Governor. 


Record:in Hicks Case. 


“Among the dotuments was a copy of a 
letter purporting to show that Gov, Dix 
Hooke to come to the 
Capitol and discuss the Hicks case. On 
Sept. 20 the Hicks woman signed an 
agreement to go back to Ireland. On 
Sept. 26 atletter was sent to Mr, Cuvillier 
informing him the Governor could not 
act because the case still was before tho 
courts. On Sept. 80 the appeal was with- 
drawn. On 27 
granted. 

According to Assemblyman Cuvillier, 
who was in the Capitol last. week, ex- 
Representative William 8S. Bennet. ap- 
eared at a-hearing before the Governor 
n behalf of the Hicks woman. Among 
the papers was a half sheet of paper, 
typewritten and bearing the typed sig- 
nature ‘“‘ William 8S. Bennett,’’ but no date. 
The former Representative spells his 
name “ Bennet.” Mr. Cuvillier said the 
double “t” was a typographical error.

The official call for the meeting points 
out that the Government was created and 
its activitids planned when the Nation 
was purely agricultural, and.that it has 
not kept pace with the development of 
our industries. 

‘“‘An Industrial Relations Commission 
of the Government,’’ says the call, ‘is 
coming into existence to investigate and 
report. recommendations for a readjust- 
ment, and it will emphasize the inter- 
relation of business, the common instru- 
ments of business, and the common regu- 
lation of business. - 

“* The Efficiency Society will study: what 
the readjustment of Government will 
mean, and hopes to bring the*best minds 
|-to bear on this effort. It will attempt to 

show that an industrial democracy is. im- 
pOssible until the common agreements of 
the workers in industry are made legal. 
It will attempt to show how the Govern- 
ment can assist industry by the activities 
of the Department of Industry in the ad- 
ministration and by the activities of bu- 
reaus of the Government to deal with the 
distribution of immigration or unskilled 
labor and of trade bor.

THE MUNICIPAL THEATRE IDEA. 

. The idea of an “ uncommercial” the- 
atre grows, it cannot be said to take 
shape. The failure of a splendidly con- 
ceived institution like the New Thea- 
tre does not discourage the enthusiasts 
who believe that government of the 
people by the people should take ac- 
count of dramatic art as a means of 
social, intellectual, and emotional up- 
lift. They have in mind no such 
schemes as that with which the found- 
ers of the New Theatre deluded them- 
selves. But their most eloquent argu- 
ments do not serve to disguise the facts 
\that they are looking to public en- 
dowment which, it seems, must mean 
some sort of entanglement of. the up- 
lifting theatricals of their dream with 
politics. 

Encouragement has been given to 
the municipal or civic theatre, to be 
sure, by the seeming success of certain 
experiments in Hngland, Miss Honrni- 
MAN’s at Manchester, for example, 
though that owes whatever measure of 
practical success it has obtained to the 
dominating influence of one personal- 
ity. That, indeed, is the history of the 
Bnglish-speaking theatre. GARRICK, 
SHERIDAN, COLMAN the elder, KmMBLB, 
MAcRHADY, CHARLES KEAN, IRVING, 
Stmpson, BuRTON, WALLACK, and DALy 
were theatrical czars who brooked no 
opposition to their will. Not one of 
them established a permanent institu- 
tion, either. 

The theatre of public endowment 
must be absolutely controlled by one 
man, or it will fail quickly. Mr. Paroy 
Mackay in his entertaining book on 
“The Civic Theatre” urges that the 
temple of his dreams must be con- 
trolled by artists. Then, we fear, art- 
ists must endow it, and be so genuinely 
artistic as to resign all control to one 
brain and one pair of hands. Before 
elected public officers can be trusted to 
permit any one artist to control an in- 
stitution endowed with the taxpayers’ 
money, through their beneficence, they 
will have to learn to permit the police 
and other departments of City Gov- 
ernment to be controlled exclusively 
by efficient men appointed to that 
work, ‘That is why we despair of an 
early realization of the already ancient 
dream of an endowed municipal thea- 
tre. But it is a pleasant dream, and we 
shall watch the progress of the new 
Boston plan, favored by those eminent 
artists, Gov. Foss and Mayor Fyrz- 
GHRALD, with keen interest. 

A DOLLAR FOR A TROLLEY RIDE. 

A highly esteemed resident of Brook- 
lyn the other day sent the Brooklyn 
Rapid -Transit Company a dollar bill, 
with his compliments and thanks for 
a seat in a trolley car for which he had 
paid five cents. It is his custom to 
pay the nickel, but never before in 
twenty years has he had a seat. On 
every other ride he has taken the seats 
have been filled, and it {s the lucky 
man who gets a strap. Hanging to 
straps has hitherto been thought a 
form of sport which was peculiar to 
Manhattan. The disclosure that the 
same conditions are also to be found in 
Brooklyn is.an unsuspected tribute to 
the charms of our sister borough. 
Assuredly those charms are worthy 
to rank with Manhattan's if a man will 
devote himself to that form of travel 
without moving for twenty years. To 
have found a place of residence so 
much to his liking, with an occasional 
‘seat thrown in, is almost too much to 
hope for. Eight minutes of strap- 
hanging is all that is allowed by the 
edicts of the Commission which regu- 
lates the sport in Manhattan, while 
twenty minutes of it can be had twice 
a day across the river. It is a demon- 
stration that Brooklyn is a better place 
to live in than many had suspected, even 
better than Manhattan, which will be- 
come a better place than ever for those 
who remain after the exodus to Brook- 
lyn which may be expected to follow 
the proof that trolley seats are worth a 
dollar where they can be had. A dollar 
won't buy them in Manhattan—at least 
not before the dual subway starts 
running. 
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ALIEN DEFECTIVES. 

Surgeon C. P. Knteut of the Public 
Health Service at Ellis Island writes on 
“The Detection of the Mentally De- 
fective Among Immigrants ”’ in the cur- 
rent Journal of the American Medical 
Association. Dr. Kniaur remarks: 

There is scarcely a ship coming into 
the Port of New York which does not 
carry among its passengers a mental 
defective of some degree. 

As this State receives more than one- 
fourth of all immigrants to the United 
States, and is the destination of four- 
fifths of them; as the New York So- 
clety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children reports 7,000 distinctly feeble- 
minded children here, or 1 per cent. of 
the school population, besides the mor- 
ally defective or “ border-line” cases, 
and as the Census Bureau says that 
three-tenths of feeble-minded children 
are of allen or naturalized parents, the 
problem of detecting defective imm{- 
grants is very grave. 

The feeble-minded inherit their de- 
fects from their parents, and multiply 


asylums for the mentally. defective in 
this State are its chief charge. The 
ordinary “idiot 1a easily recognizable.

The difficulty Hes in making a dis- 
tinction between the feeble-minded, who 
have just overstepped the line to the 
side of the defective, and the back- 
ward, who are still on the normal side 
of the line. The dividing line between 
the two is very fine, On the one side 
the mental development is limited, 
whilé on the other side, in the case of 
the backward, the mentality is retarded, 
but with the proper education comes 
within. a few years up to the average 
or normal. 

Yet Dr. Kntour testifies that that 
medical officer detailed for inspection 
of immigrants becomes quickly an ex- 
pert of abnormal types, soon learning 
their characteristic symptoms. He 

approves Dr. Moorp’s suggestions for 
controlling the procreation of the men- 
tally defective by segregating them and 
by efficient marriage regulation, but 
deems “ more effective” the efforts to 
reduce to a minimum the entrance of 
the large numbers of this class who 
seek admission to this country. 








LABOR UNREST IN MEXICO. 

The turmoil in Mexico has been com- 
Plicated by labor strikes, which were 
pract ly unknown in that country 
during the long Diaz régime. PorFirio_ 
tolerated strikes, but he would not per- 
mit the striking workmen to interfere 
with the men employed to do the work 
they left undone. Riotous strikers were 
treated like other culprits. Their leaders, 
if they became too obstreperous, would 
be lined against’a stone wall and a file 
of soldiers would make quick work with 
them. Naturally, Map#RO, with his 
humane policies, sympathizes with the 
grievances of the workingmen. Unions 
have grown very active under the new 
order, and strikes are now in progress 
in various parts of the republic, which 
greatly increase the discomfort and 
perils of life provided by the bandits 
and so-called revolutionists. 
Obviously, the Madero ‘Government 
is perturbed by these comparatively 
new manifestations of Mexican devel- 
opment. Hl Imparcial, which is now a 
Maderista organ, finds that the agita- 
tion of the Mexican working clusses, is 
{ll-regulated, that the’ demands of the 
workers are not controlled by reason, 
and that the strikes frequently have no 
real cause. The labor movement it de- 
fines (in the English translation of The 
Mexican Herald) as “ an inter-spiritual 
psychological phenomenon.” Observers 
of labor movements in more sophisti- 
cated countHes, however, have been be- 
wildered in much the same way, A 
strike is a strike, no matter where it 
occurs, and the awakening of labor is 
one of the serious problems the new 
Mexican Government has to confront. 
The Mexican Herald has just repub- 
lished a report of conditions in Mexico 
exactly fifty years ago, when Santa 
ANNA was in power. With a change 
of names of persons, and in a few in- 
atances of places, it would serve very 
well as: a-report of present-day condi- 
tions in Mexico. Congress “was at odds 
with the Hxecutive, charges of extrav- 
agance and dishonesty were made 
freely, petty revolutions were annoy- 
ing many of the States. . But there 
were no labor strikes, as there were 
few industries, and the Mexican labor- 
ing man had not yet begun to think 
about his rights. It would be saying 
too much to say that. Mexico has retro- 
graded half a century since November, 
1910. Railroads have been built, in- 
dustries established, educational insti- 
tutions Have been founded, there has 
been progress in science and the arts 
which revolution cannot destroy. But, 
politically speaking, Mapmro is in the 
same position as Santa ANNA, with 
enemies on all sides and armed bands 
marauding all over his country. And he 
has also the new, grave problem df in- 
dustrial unrest to disturb his peace of 


mind. 








A KING’S PERPLEXITIES. 

The Balkan war, according to a spe- 
cial cable dispatch in Tum Sunpar 
Times, has not brought much joy to 
the patriarchal King of the Monte- 
negrins, NicHoLas. The victory of the 
allies begins to look Mke defeat for 
him. Opposition to the ruling dynasty 
has long existed in Montenegro, and it 
has been strengthened by the unpopu- 
larity of the heir apparent, Prince 
Danito. But NicHouas took to the 
field himself when the war began, and 
the first small victories were achieved 
by his army. Scutari, however, has 
never fallen, in spite of many reports 
of its capitulation. The Turks still hold 
that fortified city, and a King who has 
had almost absolute power, even though 
he may not have abused it, is natur- 
ally held responsible by his people for 
all military failures. 

Moreover, some thousands of Monte- 
negrins who had emigrated to the 
United States went home to fight the 
Turk, and they carried with them the 
confused but annoying democratic 
ideas they had acquired here. Their 
influence with their untraveled com- 
patriots has been harmful to NicHo.as. 
Montenegro is beginning to tire of its 
traditions. If the plan of the King to 
have Scutarit assigned to Montenegro 
by treaty fails, it seems that the over- 
throw of the dynasty is likely. In that 
case it is probable that Montenegro 
will be absorbed by Servia, The situa- 
tion is interesting side issue of the 
great pie of war and diplomacy in 
the Near East.

On the contrary, they seem likely 
to be seriously injurious to what may 
be called her private interests, for they 
serve as notification to every living being 
fond of eggs—and hardly any are not— 
that one of these precious stores of con- 
centrated nutriment is to be had for the 
taking. To do that has at least the ap- 
pearance of being a foolishness excessive 
even for hens, and tending toward the 
extermination, not the preservation, of 
that branch of the gallinaceous race. 
Of course, the common theory of this 
particular hen song always has been that 
it expresses pride and exultation. Such 
an explanation, however, is so obviously 
and absurdly anthropocentric that only 
its wide acceptance makes it worthy of 
mention, and it can be mentioned only 
to be dismissed as vacuous, 

Many characteristics of hens recall their 
jungle origin, and presumably it is from 
forests of India, where the primordial hens 


‘still run wild, that they brought to domes- 


tication this mysterious habit. And it is in 
the junglé, where enemies abound against 
which hens have no defense except si- 
lenée, concealment, and flight, where 
practice of the cackling habit would seem 
to be even more dangerous than in the 
barnyard. But the danger must be only 
seeming. In the case of hens, as of all 
other successful and surviving creatures, 
whatever they do habitually and instinct- 
ively either has or once had a good and 
sufficient reason.

The talk about recall of Judges’ decisions 
prompts the suggestion to have an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of New York 
to authorize the Legislature and the Governor 
to require the opinions of the Court of Ap- 
Peals on important questions of law previous 
te the passage of bills, as in Massachusetts. 


Article 1 of Chapter 8 of the. Massachusetts 


Constitution reads: Z 

Each branch of the Legislature, as well as 
the Governor and Council, shall have authori- 
ty to require the opinions of the Justices of 
the Supreme Judicial Court upon important 
questions of law, and upon solemn occasions. 
Action under that clause was taken by the 
Massachusetta Legisiatute before it enacted 
into law the amended bill for compensation 
in industrial accident cases. The decision, of 
the New York Court of Appeals in the Ives 
case had checked the movement for compul- 
sory compensation. To. be sure that’ it was 
right in making a law for an elective plan of 
compensation, the Massachusetts Legislature 
asked the highest court ef the State to ex- 
press ite opinion oh the proposed law. The 
opinion was favorable as to constitutionality. 
If the bill passed in New York in 1910 for 
compulsory compensation in hazardous occupa- 
tions had been submitted to the Court of Ap- 
peals, it would not have been enacted, assum- 
ing that the court's opinion would have been 
similar to that expressed in the Ives case. Gov. 
Hughes signed that bill, but he said, in a 
memorandum; 

With respect to the objections urged before 
me as to the validity of certain features of 
the bill, I believe that the questions raised 
should be left to the determination of the 
courts. In this way only can there be an 
authoritative determination with respect to 
the measures that are within the limits of 
legislative power, and a suitable shaping, in 
the light of judicial decisions, of the policy 
of the State with respect to compensation for 
industrial accidents. jr

While truck horses are making herolo and 
oftentimes futile efforts to keep their footing 
on slippery pavements, there is undoubtedly a 
good deal of feeling’ aroused tn favor of the 
horselesa truck. 

It has just occurred to me, however, there 
is another view to take of this matter, and I 
am wondering if it 1s not worthy of the atten- 
tion of the public. 

A recent report of the National Highways 
Protective Society shows that the lives of 221 
persons were lost in automobile accidents dur- 
ing the last year, and that of this number 103 
were children, These deplorable disclosures 
would seem to indicate that while the change 
ffom horse trucks to motor-propelled véhicles 
is a wise one from the standpoint of prevention. 
of cruelty to animals, and also, in all proba- 
bility, from a standpoint of economy, yet,- at 
the same time, this change should not be made 
without accompanying restrictions directed to- 
ward ‘the prevention of accidents. Any way 
you look at it, the modern high-powered motor 
truck is a dangerous vehicle. Running as it 
dogs along the public highways and upon no 
prescribed right of way, its operation is; un- 
doubtedly; a menace to safety. There should 
not only be rigid restrictions as to the speed 
under which the car is: operated, and also 
rigid qualifications made and demanded of 
drivers of these trucks, but the owner should 
be compelled to provide them with every known 
safety device, H. A. 6.

The Grocer’s Profits. 
To the Zditor of The New York Times: 

The statement made in the daily press, em- 
anating from the Housewives’ League, that the 
retail grocers of this city bought apples at 
$2.75 a barrel and charged 15 centa a quart, 
along with the statement that a barrel of 
apples yielded 96 quarts, is not true, and is 
doing the retail’ grocers a great injustice. The 
following are the facts as demonstrated in a 
grocery store on Monday: The. grocer does 
charge 15 cents a quart for one grade of 
apples, but instead of getting 96 quarts out of 
a barrel, he only gets 50 quarts, (and not al- 
ways that,) giving three pounds to a quart. 
But he only gets 15 cents per quart for the 
choice apples, about 40 quarts, selling 10 quarts 
at 10 cents a quart, the whole barrel yielding 
$7, for which he pays $5.50, not §2.75, as in 
the statement made, thus leaving him $1.50 
from which to pay the expense of running his 
store, which is 20 té 25 per cent. 

The methods empleyed by the Housewives’ 
League and Dr. G. Peters in compet- 
ing with the retail grocer are most unfair 
and unbusinessiike. Before making the charge 
and trying to prove that the retail grocer is 
the cause of the high cost of living by unfair 
competition, let these reformers hire a store 
in the side street or on the avenue, pay rent, 


employ help, and meét the actual ses—the 
loss in waste and in pleasing the housewife, 
who invartably will not pt anything but 
the best-and these reformers would have u 
different story to tell.

About Constitutlonality of Bills to be}* 


Horace White Sees Them in 
Panama Tolls Betrayal. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

In /the Panama Canal -bill we smite 
all other nations by the same blow 
that strikes Great sritain, and we smite 
ourselves by earning the scorn of the 
others as a faithless people. What are 
we to do about it? It seems to me that 
this question takes precedence of every- 
thing else, and that it will not be settled 
till it is settled right. We have lost our 
moorings. We. are no longer in equilib- 
rium. Our self-respect is impaired. We 
cannot look straight in the eyes of for- 
eigners till we either repeal the toll ex- 
emption or refer it to the Hague tribunal 
for arbitration. The tariff question, the 
currency question, the Money Trust, and 
all the other trusts can wait. Our self- 
respect is not dependent upon any of 
these things. it is dependent upon the 
National faith. © Therefore the National 
faith must be revindicated. 

Our Government made a treaty with 
Great Britain July 5, 1850, in which the 
high contracting parties agreed that 
neither of them would ever obtain or 
maintain any exclusive control over a 
ship canal connecting the Atlantic 4d 
Pacific Oceans, or colonize, or assum 
or exercise any dominion over any part of 
Central America. The object of this 
treaty was to make certain that the right 
of navigation through any isthmian canal 
should be shared equally by the Govern- 
ments and people of both countries. It was 
stipulated also that the high contract- 
ing parties should join in the endeavor 
to induce all other nations to co-operate 
in guaranteeing the neutrality of the 
canal, and in using the same on terms of 
equality with the United States and Great 
Britain. It was agreed that the canal 
should never be fortified. This was called 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty from the nanies 
of the principal negotiators: John M. 
Clayton, our Secretary of State, and Sir 
Henry Bulwer, the British Minister at 
Washington. The President of the United 
States at that time was Zachary Taylor. 

About fifty years later our Government, 
in order to secure a free hand in acquir- 
ing , territory and in building the canal, 
persuaded the British Government to can- 
cel the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and sub- 
stitute one slightly different in its place. 
The new one is called the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, from the names of the prin- 
cipal negotiators. Theodore Roosevelt 
was then President. This treaty provides 
that the canal shall be free and open to 


the vessels of commerce and of war of all | 


nations observing the rules. prescribed 
for its operation, on terms of entire equal- 
ity, so that there’shall be no discrimina- 
tion against such nation, or its citizens, 
or subjects, in respect to the conditions 
or charges of traffic or otherwise. The 
treaty provides that the canal shall be 
protected by a military police force. 

After the lapse of ten years from the 
signing and ratification of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty Congress passed a bill 
for the government and operation of the 
canal, in which it was provided that ‘our 
ships engaged in traffic between our At- 
lantic and Pacific ports should pass 
through the canal free of tolls, while all 
other ships should pay for that privilege 
such charge as should be fixed from time 
to time. A few members of Congress and 
some persons not in Congress objected to 
this provision as a violation of thé treaty, 
but there was not much discussion of the 
question. The session was near its end, 
@ National election was approaching, and 
members were anxious to get home to re- 
pair their fences, as usual. In due‘ time 
Great Britain filed a protest against the 
toll exemption allowed to certain of our 
ships. 

The rupture of the treaty looked like 
the accidental slipping of a cog in our 
governmental machinery, yet such things 
seldom take place without the design of 
somebody. When a death by mysterious 
means occurs, the first inquiry of the de- 
tectives is, Who is the gainer by it? If 
we ask who profits by the violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty the answer is 
that they are those who expect to use 
the canal free of tolls, while all others 
pay for the privilege. They may be ship- 
builders, or shipowners, or speculators 
who intend to become such. Other per- 
sons who second this breach of National 
faith may do so in order to worry our 
transcontinental railroads or to spite 
Great Britain, but they can have no eco- 
nomic reasons therefor. In short, the toll 
exemption is a ship subsidy so disguised 
as to pass for patriotism and to gain the 
votes of those who would not consent to 


a@ subsidy paid directly out of the publio| 


funds, The subsidy hunters are un- 
doubtedly the cause of the present de- 
moralization and disgrace. 

Arguments will avail nothing to shake 
off their hold, but public opinion must be 
moved to undo the evil that has been 
wrought. Those persons who fancy that 
we give Great Britain a blow by this 
means should tell us what reason we 
have for giving such a blow. All of our 
differences with that country have been 
adjusted, by methods to which we have 
ourselves assented. Even our Irish fellow 
¢itizens ought to be satisfied with pres- 
ent conditions, seeing that the Ministry 
in power is fighting their battle side by 
side with their own leaders. 

The ill-will’ of other nations caused by 
our dishonesty, or what they consider 
such, will be a serious matter in an eco- 
nomic point of view. That of England 
alone will be hard to bear. She has al- 
ways been our largest customer. Any 
check to our commerce with her will send 
twinges of pain into all branches of trade 
and industry. Her people will buy noth- 
ing from us that they can do without— 
nothing that they can procure elsewhere. 
Nor can we recoup these losses in other 
quarters. Olr credit will be impaired like 
that of an individual who repudiates his 
contracts. Perhaps we do not need. to 
borrow money from abroad to-day. Let 
us not render it impossible for us to bor- 
row, in case of need, hereafter. 

We have an agreement to submit to 
arbitration all disputes relating to the 
interpretation of treaties. Some people 
say that this canal toll dispute is only a 
domestic/question and that the decision 
would be against us anyway, because all 
other nations are interested against us. 
According to this view we cdn escape 
from the arbitration ofsany question by 
calling it domestic, and we assume that 
France, Germany, Italy, and other na- 


tions, as arbitrators, would decide against | 


us, and contrary to justice, in a case 
which involves merely a ship subsidy. It 
is nothing to France, Germany, or Italy 
whether we pay ship subsidies or not. It 
is nothing to them whether we pay by 


cash directly from the Treasury or by] 


toll exemption. Therefore, the assumption 
that those countries would side with Eng- 
land from interested motives is wholly 
gratuitous and unfourtded. In fact Eng- 
lad herself says that she has no ob- 
jection to ship subsidies, to be paid in the 
usual manner. She objects to them in 
the treaty-breaking form which we have 
adgpted. Our, subsidy men would agree 
to the change of form if they were sure 
that Congress would vote a direct sub- 
sidy on coastwise traffic equal to the 
tolls.

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OMAN'S PARTINLIPE 
AS DR. ADLER SRES IT 


‘She Cannot Be Independent of 
Man Any More Than Man Can 
‘Be Independent of Her.

But by Intellectual Leadership She 
Can Correct Evils That Man Has 
Been Unable to Eradicate. 


Dr. Felix Adler talked to the Society for 
Ethical. Culture at its meeting house, Cen- 
tral Park West and Sixty-fourth Street, 
yesterday morning on “The Independence 
of the Modern Woman.” He took as his 
‘text that portion of Tennyson's ‘| The 
Princess '’ which lauds the charms of the 
unlearned woman, ‘‘the gracious house- 
hold mistress.’”’ if 

“It is the fashion to-day,” sala Dr. 
Adler, ‘‘to approach such questions as 
this from the point of view of the immedi- 
ate benefits to be derived, or from the 
point of view of woman’s rights. There 
are no such things as rights in the ab- 


stract. We have rights only in order to 
discharge obligations, You must not tell 
me of the rights of woman as an indi- 
vidual. You have rights only from the 
point of view of society, from the point 
of view of humanity. 

“To speak of the emancipation of wo- 
man is misleading. Emancipation suggests 
a deliverance of slaves. It suggests a 
servile class: But women were never a 
class—they have always been a sex; they 
have always belonged to the same class as 
their fathers and brothers. : 

“The question to ask girls to-day when 
they protest is, ‘What kind of a woman 
would you like to be?’ And the girl, if in- 

enuous, will answer, ‘I should like to 

e like the classic women, but I want 
something thev had not.’ Right, my girl, 
you want that something called inde- 
pendence. But can you retain what is 
best in the past and still add the new 
features? I'am not so sure that you could 
be the Antogones of the early days and 
also the twentieth-century woman. But 
at any rate, that should be the ideal 
toward which you should strive. . 

“In certain respects, however, wome 
have been subject, and in these respects 
they wish to shake off the authority of 
man, and they are right in so doing. o- 
men formerly were supposed to take their 
opinions from man in. regard to those 
questions which required sustained in- 
tellectual thinking—in questions of li- 
tics, in religion, and in social questions. 
Because it was assumed that she could 
not think, she was not given the oppor- 
tunity for education which would enable 
her to form her own opinions. 

“The first great triumph for woman 
was the getting for themselves of equa: 
educational opportunities with men. 
Equality can only mean equality in the 
chance to get an opinion. Women next 
desired a choice of vocation. They as- 
serted that every calling should be open 
to them. Now, the right to follow a 
calling is closely allied to the right of 
having a mental life. No one who is 
not following a calling of some kind can 
have mental stability. You must have a 
main interest to prevent amateurish and 
scatter-brained work. The vice of wo- 
man’s life is that in her interests she 
has been scatter-brained. She has been 
devoting herself to too many Httle things 
and not to one main interest. . ‘ 

“A calling implies concentration of 
mental life, a mental unity. Man has 
had the intellectual ideal. The woman’s 
movement means that she shall be a part- 
ner with man in seeking truth; that she 
shall be a priestess of truth. In the past 
woman has been the custodian of the 
aesthetic ideal and, in a marked degree, 
of virtue. Now woman’s life fs to be in- 
tellectualized without sacrificing the aes- 
thetic qualities, 

“I myself see no reason why Norsioca 
should not be just as charming when she 
goes to college as -when she plays ball 
with her’ maidens. But that is the prob- 
pool can we have the gain without a 
oss 

“The word ‘independence’ is mislead- 
ing, because the sexes are not independent 
of each other. You cannot be independent 
of men, just as men cannot be inde- 
pendent of you. The fact is that mutual 
dependence is the mark of humanity. It 
is better to say the interdependence of the 
sexes than the independence of the sexes. 
We are all dependent on one another 
because everybody has a craving for 
something which they cannot satisfy, but 
which others have the ability to satisfy. 
heve a passionate love for music, but I 
cannot gratify it. I must wait unfil a 
Beethoven or a Debussy comes along to 
slake my thirst for music. And so it 
goes with all of us. That is what makes 
us dependent. And for woman to say 
‘We will be independent of men entirely’ 
is a wrdénhg use of the word ‘ independent.’ 

“It is give and take all through so- 
clety. Independence, yes, but for the 
sake of taking one’s place in a system of 
interdependence. Woman should have her 
rights in order to make good men’s fail- 
ures in civilization. We want to see wo- 
man take her place in the intellectual 

idance of the world, which has been so 
ong in the hands of men. 

“The misfortune of the woman’s move- 
ment has been that women have imitated 
men too much; that they have been doing 
the same things that men have been do- 
ing in the same way. The big idea is 
for woman to step into the gap where 
men have failed. 

“The existence of the social evil is a 
menace, of the physical perpetuity of the 
race and the moral soundness of our boys 
arid girls. The social evil has never been 
dealt with in the radical way that it would 
have been had women taken a part in the 
intellectual leadership of the race. 

“In the callings and prcfessions, wo- 
man ought to do what men have failed 
to do. hat {is man’s failure? It is one- 
sidedness. The men who are engaged in 
wealth getting—what are they working 
for? How are they working? They are 
working as if their only interest in life 
was to gather money. If men are pursu- 
ng art, it is art for art’s sake, and not 
for the sake of the social value of art. 
This is one-sidedness. Science is pursued 
age as if it were the only interest in 


e. 

“Mere man has not succeeded in rec- 
onelling the truth of society and religion, 
but there will never be a reconoiliation 
until a mind is fourd to show the truth 
common to them, and which both share. 
Woman has always been a harmonifying 
influence. Woman has always stood for 
the unity force, and perhaps she will ef- 
fect eo , reconciliation between science 
and religion. — 

“The oe roaieal lack in the intellectual 
field to-day is the ‘each for himself’ at- 
titude—science for the sake of science, 
art for art, law for law, &c. This dif- 
ferentiation is the breeder of discord.

Love is not 
to be blind, as it has been. Woman's 
reat desire is to work for the best of 
ar ba ary Is it not enough to desire 
that, but to know what it is.

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PARCELS ADD. TO GRIEVANCE. 
| Wallroade Put Out. New Argument 


Against Mail Pay Law. 


The adoption of the parcel post system 
by the Government has been brought for- 
ward ‘by the Railroads’ Mafl Pay Com- 
mittee as another argument to prove that 
the existing law for paying railroads for 
carrying mail contains serious iniquities 
which should be-remedied by, legislation. 

The latest argument was made public 
yesterday in a letter written by Ralph 
Peters, President of the Long Island Rail- 
road and Chairman of the committee, to 
Senator Bourne of Oregon, Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads. Mr. Peters asserts that the 
existing law has never worked to the dis- 
advantage of the Government, but has 
failed to do justice to the railways by 


reason of infrequent weighings, absence 
of pay for nearly er cent. of the 
space occupied as traveling Post Offices, 
the performance without pay of side and 
terminal messenger service, and the un- 
justifiable reduction in pay by the act of 
Congress dated March 2, 1907, supplement- 
ed by Order 412 of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral changing the divisor. 

Mr. Peters says provision should be 
made immediately for annual weighings, 
and a definite and just method for as- 
certaining daily average weights, and 


adds: 

“This provision {s essentially necessary 
in view of the bill establishing the parcel 
post, effective Jan. 1, 1913, which will re- 
sult in taking from the express companies 
traffic for which the railroads now re- 
ceive compensation and transferring it to 
the mail service, the bill referred to con- 
taining no provision for payment to the 
railroad companies for the increased ton- 
nage to be handled in mail cars, although 
such provision was made for the star 
routes and the city wagon service.’’ 

The necessity for a fair allowance to 
the railroads for the side and terminal 
messenger service which they ng, tag for 
the Post Office Department is also em- 
Le meet Says Mr. Peters, by the estab- 
ishment of the parcel post, which will 
undoubtedly add greatly to the expense 
of the service. He concludes by saying 
that all rates. of pay should be definite 
and not subject to the discretion of the 
officers of the Post Office Department.

FOR A STRICT SUNDAY. 


BIIl Which Would Limit Activity In 
District of Columbia. 


Bpeotal to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—A drastic bill 
to insure Sunday observance in the District 
of Columbia is to be introduced in the 
Senate and House at the instigation of 
the Lord’s Day Alliance of the United 
States, which has headquarters at 208 
Broadway, New York.. A Sunday obser- 
vance bill has already passed the Senate, 
but according to the assertion} of officers 
of the Lord's Day Alliance the new and 
more drastic bill will be made a sub- 
stitute for this, and will be _ pressed 
vigorously. The main provision of the bill 
proposed by the alliance is: 
“That from and after the possess of 
this act it shall be unlawful in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for any person to labor 
or to employ any person to labor or to 
ursue any trade or worldly business or 
f employ any person to pursue any trade 
or worldly business on the first day of 
the week, commonly called the Lord’s Day, 
except in work of necessity or charity. In 
works of necessity or charity is included 
whatever is needed for the good order 
and health of the community. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, partnership, 
firm, corporation, or municipality, or any 
of their agents, Directors, or officers to 
require or permit any employe to work 
on the Lord’s Day, excepting in farm 
labor or household service, unless within 
the next succeeding six days during a 

riod of twenty-four consecutive hours 
fe or it shall neither require nor, Permit 
such employe to work in his employ. 
Violations of the proposed law are to 
be punished by a fine of not less than 
$25 or more than $50 for the first offense, 
and a fine of not less than $50 or more 
than $100 and gy, haan rere for from one 
to three months for subsequent offenses.

“It Will Enable New York to Regain

“new barge canal would enable New York 
to dominate the movement'-of American.

- On: this point EB. -T. Cushing,.who pre- 
sided, said: ; 
.“The brightest spot in our future will 
, ome: with the completion of the: barge 
canal, The development of the New York 
Produce Exchange has been coincident 
with the development of the Erie Canal 
and the growth of the export business. 
In the old days of high rail freights the 
canal gave ‘New York the command of 
‘the grain business of the Atlantic sea- 
~board. Later, with the wonderful de- 
_velopment in rail transportation, while 
‘the canal practically stood still, New 
-York, laboring under discrimination in 
“rail freights, suffered severely by the 
‘diversion of export\grain to other ports. 

“If the estimates of the capacity of 
-«the new canal and the cost of transpor- 
‘tation are approximately correct, which 
there is no reason to doubt, it will domi- 
nate the movement of American grain 
and also compete successfully with. the 
-Canadian water routes in carrying Cana- 
dian grain. ‘ 

“It. has been said that if the»average 
increase in population in the United 
States is maintained,” Mr, Cushing said, 
“this country within a few years will 
consumie all her crops. This would be dis- 
astrous: to the grain trade of New York. 

“The difference in yield between good 
farming and that in ordinary practice is 
enormous. The campaign of education is 
-on all over the country, and even a small 
pprovertion of the increase obtainable by 

proved methods would provide for 

~home consumption and leave a liberal

‘ “Phe grain Exchanges of the country 
in the. hearings before the Congressiqnal 
committees, have so clearly shown them- 
selves a necessary medium for the eco- 
Mmomical marketing of the crops, and their 
business methods are so clean, that it 
seems incomprehensible that National 
_ legislation would destroy a system found- 
ed on years of experience. 

*‘In the pending tariff legislation grain 
may be put on the free list. The export 
business is the life of the New York 
grain trade. With free grain, prices—ex- 
cept, perhaps, for corn+even in years of 
moderate. crops, would have to seek an 
export ‘evel, and such legislation would 
doubtless work in our favor.”’ :

CANNED GOODS MARKET DULL 


Better Inquiry for Vegetables Than 
for Frult and Fish. 


There was not a great deal of activity 
in evidence in the local canned goods mar- 
ket last week. Business was more or less 
quiet in all lines, with little demand for 
spot goods from the wholesalers except- 
ing in places where they were required for 
filling-in purposes. Little interest was 
shown in the various 1913 packs, which 
Ruzzled the brokers somewhat in view. of 
the small stocks believed to have been 
carried over the turn of the year by both 
the. jobbers and retailers. There was 
plenty of optimism on tap among sellers 
ef the various lines, however, and good 
business was predicted for the next few 
: months, 

Some. standard |No. 3 Maryland tomatoes 
were offered at \77% cents, f. 0. b. Balti- 
more, about mid-week, presumably in an 
endeavor to clean up stocks before the 
coming of continued cold weather. They 
were not much sought after by buyers, 
however, and later the offers were re- 
ported withdrawn. Some small business 
was done in the better grades of this 
vegetable on the basis of 80 cents. There 
was a good call reported for fancy, un- 
labeled stock, which was scarce, but busi- 
ness was hampered considerably by the 
inability of buyers and sellers to get to- 
gether on the price question. 

The balance of the vegetable market 
was featureless, as were the week’s trans- 
actions in canned fruit. The general de- 
mand for canned fish was not great. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Electric Drills and Sawing Machines 
Pay Duty as Machine Tools. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers has sustained a protest filed by 
R. F. Lang regarding the ¢élassification of 
electro-magnetic drilling machines. They 
were returned for duty at 45 per cent: ad 
valorem, under Paragraph 199,°as manu- 
factures of metal. The board finds ‘that 
the machinés ‘are-properly dutiable at 30 
per cent. ad valorem, under the provision 
for ‘‘ machine tools.’’ 

The board sustained a claim by J. G. 
Braun.relating to sawing machines, which 
had. been returned for duty at 45 per 
cent. as manufactures of metal. It was 
shown that the articles were ‘‘ machine 
tools,” dutiable at 30 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. Dressing machines, known in ths 
trade as ‘metal-worxing straightening ma- 
chines, imported by the same importer, 
were held not to be machine tools, as 
claimed, but dutiable at 45 per cent. under 
the metal schedule. ; 

The F. H. Phillips & Sons Company 
succeeded in obtaining lower duty on 
metal material used for brazing. It was 
returned for duty at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem, as manufactures of metal not 
specially provided for. The. importers 
held the merchandise to be dutiable at 20 

er cent. ad valorem: under the provision 
or unenumerated manufactured articles. 
The Collector at Philadelphia was re- 
versed. 

The board denied a contention of 
Knauth, Nachod & Kuhne on parts of 
buttons, unfinished. They were assessed 
under ragraph 427, as buttons of metal, 
not specially provided for, at three-fourths 
of 1 cent per line gross, and 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. The protest asked for duty 
at 45 per ‘cent. ad valorem under Para- 
graph 199, as manufactures of metal.

Most of Makers, Dissatisfied with 
Space, Hold Private Exhibits 
—dJoint Salesroom Planned. 


Electric vehicle dealers, displeased with 
the treatment accorded them at the big 
auto shows, have united against the Gar- 
den. and Palace displays. Rather than, 
accept the space offered at these shows, 
most of them are remaining out,’ and in 
several cases are conducting exhibits of

Although the dealers will not say in 
so Many words they are boycotting the 
shows, they do not deny the suggestion, 
and the fact that they are organizing in- 
dependent shows is taken as indication, 
that this is the case.

WHO HELD STANDARD OIL. 


How the Stock Was Owned at the 
Time of the Dissolution. 


From the reports of the distribution of 
their stock sent in by former subsidiaries 
of the Standard Oil Company ft is possible 
to get a very close approximation of the 
way the issues of the ‘pig company ”’ 
were distributed at the tinle the “ trust” 
was dissolved by order of the Supreme 
Court. There Is also some hint of the 
way the stocks have been rearranging 
themselves in .a@ year of pretty. active 
trading. ' 


The Standard Oil Company of New Jer-|& 
sey has itself reported that it had 6,082 
stockholders on Nov. 19, 1911. This was 


in the period during which the books of 
the company were closed to permit of tne 
intricate work of dividing into fractions 
of a millionth, in some cases, the stocks 
of the subsidiaries. During the same 
period, one of the important subsidiaries 
reports, it also had 6,082 stockholders. 
It was owned, all but a few Directors’ 
shares, by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. Its report in detail, there- 
fore, regarding these 6,082 stockholders, 
is practically that ‘of the ‘ trust.” 

From this company’s stock distribution 
{t appears that the Standard Oi] Com- 
any of New Jersey had 5,881 individual 
olders, with 2, women. The _ indi- 
viduals owned the equivalent of 917,206 
shares of the stock, The women among the 
stockholders had the equivalent of 167,136 
shares. It is indicated that 13,184 shares 
were held in the names of brokers and

just before the dissolution was effected 
the average individual holder had $103,- 
295 worth, the average woman's holding 
being page These are holdings much 
above the usual average of stockholdings 
by individuals, as determined by the 
count of THe Timms, but the stock was 
selling at about $675 a share, and only 
persons .of substantial wealth could in- 
vest in Standard Oil. Many holders, too, 
must have bought years before, when 
it cost much.less. Fortunes had been 
made and substantial incomes established 
by the development of the company’s 
great business and the increase in value 


of ownership in it. 

The large average is reduced by taking 
out the great holdings of John D. Rocke- 
feller and some associates. Mr. Rocke- 
feller held 244,419 shares. A group of 
twelve men, including Mr. Rockefeller, 
held 494,455 shares of the entire out- 
standing capital of 983,383 shares. This 
leaves 841 shares in the hands of 
5,869 holders, who would thus aver 
seventy-two shares apiece, or about $48,- 

worth each. Even this is a high 
average, and can onlv be accounted for 
on the theory of long-time holding of 
stock purchased at a lower price. 

The Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey reported 5,818 holders as of Nov, 20, 
912. The former subsidiaries report 
greater decreases. The important ones 
now have anywhere from 4,200 to 5, 
shareholders altogether. ere is @ 
roup of smaller companies whose figures 
of stockholders have kept so closely to- 
gether as to show conclusively that their 
securities have, in the past year, been 
traded in almost exclusively in a bl i 
Taking four. of them, the number of 
stockholders averages as follows: 3,845 
total stockholders of all classes, 3,717 
individuals, and 1,535 women. In none of 
the companies does the figure vary more 
than seventy from these excepting in tho 
case of women’s holdings. If the stocks 
are sold en bloc, and women: sold to men, 
this result would be shown. An interest- 
ing fact is that in the case of some of the 
smaller subsidiaries the stocks are evi- 
dently concentrating into fewer hands, 
the number. of stockholders being re- 
duced, in some cases, by a full third. 
Curiously enough, in some cases, the 
grape of holdings remain almost exactly 
n the same proportion as were the larger 
groups at the time of the distribution, 
when, of course, every subsidiary got 
as many 4 new stockholders as there were 
on the big Standard Oil Company’s lists. 
This is another fair proof that nearly all 
the year’s trading in some of the small 
companies’ stocks has been en bloc.
